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Hayes, Goad win SGA elections

The election is over, and 
the results are in. 

After two weeks of heavy 
campaigning, including large 
banners across campus and 
the Shreveport Captains 
mascot, Joseph Hayes and 
Nicole Goad successfully 
took the top spots in the SGA 
as a result of last week’s 
elections. Hayes beat out in- 
cumbent president Denitra 
Dennis, and Goad bested 
current SGA _ secretary 
Ebonee Rhodes for the posi-

The differences between 
the campaigns were obvious, 
as Hayes and Goad signs 
seemed to be everywhere, 
even as accusations of sign- 
stealing were made early on. 
One of the larger banners 
that stood in front of the 
bookstore read, “Someone 
stole our signs, so we made a 
bigger one.” 

Both Hayes and Goad 
credit their mass campaign- 
ing as the tipping point of the 
election, 

“We had a bigger presence 
on campus,” said Hayes. 
“We went out and tried to get 
students involved and they 
saw our efforts and realized 
that we're willing to do 
whatever it takes to get the

will of the students done.” 

Goad agreed and credited 
their “innovative campaign- 
ing” as what carried them 
over the top. 

Hayes and Goad first plan 
to take on the current atten- 
dance policy. The policy 
states that if students miss a 
certain number of classes in 
a semester, they can be 
dropped from the class and 
receive an F. Both Hayes and 
Goad claim that the policy is 
not fair to paying students 
and after getting more infor- 


mation on the subject, they 
will try to get it changed. 
Hayes also claimed he would 
work on getting MySpace 
and Facebook unblocked, as 
they are heavily visited Web 
sites on campus. 

Most of all, Hayes said 
students can expect him “not 
to back down” from prob- 
lems, as well as more com- 
munity involvement in order 
to bring students to LSUS. 

According to Goad, stu- 
dents will have a more 
“open” SGA that will “wel- 


come student’s ideas.” 

“We're not going to sit in 
ivory towers,” said Goad. 

In the end, there were 608 
votes for president and 605 
votes for vice president, 
which averages out to ap- 


proximately 16 percent of 


the student body voting. It 
was not the highest turnout 
compared to previous elec- 
tions, but it was not the low- 
est either. According to Dr. 
Gloria Raines, vice chancel- 
lor for student affairs, voter 
turnout is hard to predict. 
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“Turnout varies from year 
to year. This year’s turnout 
was better than previous 
years but worse than some,” 
she said. 

When compared to aver- 
age state elections, Raines 
added, 16 percent is a good 
number to see. 

Raines said she was also 
“pleased to see that we had a 
good race for president and 
vice president.” 

In the other races, Mayte 
Pino ran unopposed for SGA 
secretary and received over 
500 votes..Ben. Escude ran 
unopposed for College of 
Business senator and Ieshia 
Davenport ran unopposed for 
College of Education sena- 
tor. 

Brandon Johnson and An- 
gel Arnold beat out incum- 
bent Badreka Harper for the 
two College of Liberal Arts 
senator seats, and Serena 
Green and Travis Richardson 
won the College of Sciences 
senator seats over Justin 
Brown, Johnathan Gandy 
and Jonette Green. 

Senators at Large who 
were voted in are Daniel An- 
tle, Matthew Baker, Kathryn 
D’Anna, Jeremy Hampton, 
T’Anita King, Rachelle 
Walden, Titus Washington, 
Cheradee Williams an 
Stephen Williams.

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LSUS 
changing 
‘l’ policy

The “incomplete” grade 
policy has been revised by 
the Faculty Senate this se- 
mester, standardizing the 
process for students to make 
up uncompleted work. 

The new policy gives stu- 
dents 60 days from the end 
of the semester when the “I” 
grade was given to make up 
the work. Before, students’ 
deadline to get the “I” grade 
removed was the next regu- 
lar semester’s deadline to 
add a course for credit. Basi- 
cally, students had until the 
first week of the next semes- 
ter to make up the work. 

Under the old policy, stu- 
dents who received an “I” 
grade in the spring had all 
summer to complete their 
work, whereas students who 
took an “I” grade at the end 
of the fall semester were 
limited to weeks rather than 
months. 

“The (old) policy read 
like IRS code,” said Dr. Bev- 
erly Burden, associate pro- 
fessor of biology and 
member of the faculty sen- 
ate. “The policy was not 
quite fair for a student taking 
“I” grades at the end of the 
fall semester, for they only 
had until the end of January 
to make up the work.” 

“T think the new policy is 
better because it eliminates 
confusion from semester to 
semester,” Cheradee 
Williams, sophomore polliti- 
cal science major said. “It’s 
fairer to students, allowing 
them more time to focus on 
their current classes as well 
as their incomplete grade.” 

According to the faculty 
senate, extensions are still 
possible for students who 
need them. The new policy 
takes effect this semester.

Azusa Pacific Univer- 
sity (28-6) rallied in the last 
13 minutes of the game to 
beat the Pilots (25-8) and 
end their season by a score 
of 61-56. 

The Pilots were seeded 
No. 23 in the tournament, 
and Azusa was No. 10. 

With 20 seconds left in 
the game, the Pilots were 
down only one. Senior point 
guard Freddy Hughes was 
fouled and at the free throw 
line. The 92 percent free 
throw shooter had a one- 
and-one, but missed the first 
shot and Azusa got the re- 
bound, 

“Unfortunately even the 
great shooters miss once in a 
while,” LSUS head coach 
Chad McDowell said. 

The Pilots, who had been 
scoring at least 82 points in 
their last five games, scored 
only 25 points in the first 
half but so did Azusa. 

“There is no question we 
believed heading into this 
game we could win,” Mc- 
Dowell said. 

“We led and controlled 
the entire game, only to see 
our lead vanish in the final 
minute.” 

Last season the Pilots 
were knocked out of the 
NAIA national tourney in 
the first round, but the year 
before that they made it to 
the Sweet 16.
